Air Pirates 
Demanding 
Medicines 


Crew, Passengers Held 


Hostage In Paris 


PAH1S (AP) - Air pirates 


took over a Pakistan Inter- 
national Airlines jet in the name 
of Bangla Desh today and held it 
for a ransom of 20 Ions of 
medicine. They threatened to 
blow up the plane and 28 per- 
sons aboard on an Orly Airport 
runway if their order 
was 


rejected. 


Calling themselves represen- 


tatives of 10 million Bengali 
refugees who have fled from 
East Pakistan to India, the hi- 
jackers warned police to stay 
away from the four-engine 
Hoeing 720B jetliner and said 
any action that could "look, like 
intervening" would lead to Ihe 
plane's destruction. 


From their voices, heard on a 


conlrol tower radio, and tlieir 
written style, police assumed 
Ihe hijackers 
represented 
a 


segment of the French popu- 
lation which has given support 
lo Ihe Bangla Desh guerrilla 
war, aimed at turning Kasl. 
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Pakistan into an autonomous 
stale. 


About 21H) riol Iroops formed a 


security cordon at some dis- 
lancc from the plane, parked 
with its red cockpit light flash- 
ing SO yards from Ihe main ler- 
minal. Doctors and nurses were 
dispatched to the airport and all 
vehicles were cleared from the 
area, but regular air traffic 
continued. 


The police said the 28 persons 


aboard included 
C> crew mem- 


bers and 22 passengers. It was 
not known if the hijackers were 
included in the passenger total. 


In a message from the im- 


mobilized Hoeing 720H to Ihe 
Orly control lower, the hijacker 
said: "This plane is rcquis- 
tioned by Bangla Desh for the 
Bengali population. We wan! 20 
Ions of medicine for (he relief of 
(he Bengali people. If we do not 
get satisfaction and if the police 
look like intervening,'the plane 
will be destroyed and its 
passengers will die." 


The plane is flight PK 712, 


London lo Karachi, with stop- 
overs in Paris, Home and Cairo. 


Police closed off Ihe terminal 


area around Ihe aircraft and 
kept newsmen and curious 
away. 


The Bangla Desh separatist 


movement is seeking to sever 
Kast Pakistan from West Paki- 
stan and form an independent 
stale. 


There is considerable senti- 


ment in France favoring the 
Ilangla Desh.

Situation Is Desperate 
For Many U.S. Oldsters 


If nn old couple were endangered by 


wild animals or storm or fire, or any 
other sueh immediate threat to their 
well-being, there would be no question 
about society's response: every 
effort 


would be made to rescue and comfort 
them. Society is much less zealous 
against the ravages of poverty, sick- 
ness, loneliness and despair, afflictions 
that commonly beset tile aged. 


Though theoretically 
well motivated, 


our 
collective 
ministrations 
to 
the 


needs of the aged are marked by such 
clumsiness and inscnsitivity that often 
what we do hurts the aged instead of 
helping them. A recent story in the 
Wall Street Journal grimly elaborates 
on this theme. Example after example 
is put forward to show that the recent 
10 per cent increase in Social Security 
payments, 
however 
well 
intentioned, 


has in fact reduced the slim resources 
of many old people. 


The case of one 83-year-old woman, 


detailed in the Journal account, is more 
or less typical. Prior 
to the Social 


Security increase her income from that 
source had been $113 per month. In 
addition she had received $S monthly 
in state welfare, and the state also had 
paid her Medicaid insurance premiums 
and paid up to $20 per 
month for 


prescribed medicines. Now that this 
woman's Social Security receipts have 
risen to $124 per month, she 
is no 


longer eligible for the state aid. The 
small welfare payment has ended, and 


she must now pay for medicines and 
insurance. The los.s of Medicaid assist- 
ance means 
that 
she no longer is 


eligible for free 
Xray treatments or 


nursing home services, and would ho 
required to pay 
the 
first $00 of any 


liospitiilization costs. 


In sum, she is substantially worse 


off 
than 
before 
the Social 
Security 


increase came along, and 
Die stale 


welfare people tell her they can do 
nothing about this because of regula- 
tions. Many others, willing to forego 
the Social Security boost rather than 
jeopardize other aid, have received the 
same answer. 


This situation appears all the more 


poignant in. light of a current report by 
the Senate Special Committee on- 
Aging. The report says that one out of 
four Americans aged 65 or more lives 
on less than $2,000 annually, and 
I hat 


poverty among our older citizens is on 
the rise. "In 1971," says the report, 
;'the likelihood of being impoverished 
is more than twice as great for older 
Americans as it is for younger Ameri- 
cans." 


Even for the well-to-do, old age may 


bring 
grave 
problems, 
but all 
the- 


problems of age are made worse by 
poverty. The White 
House Conference 


on Aging should, above all, focus on 
this and on means of making 
our 


society's response to the needs of the 
aged 
m o r e sensitive and compas- 


sionate. 


Kremlin Censors 'Sanitize* 
Foreign Science Journals 


Hundreds of foreign 
scientific jour- 


nals are routinely "sanitized" by Krem- 
lin censors. 


So charges Russian biochemist Z. A. 


Medvedev in "The Medevedev Papers," 
a book published in Britain and soon lo 
be printed in this country. 


A prime example is "Science," the 


magazine of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 


The censors clip out articles, he says, 


or paste an advertisement over unde- 
sirable 
portions 
of 
the 
text. 
They • 


purge the table of contents of offensive 
titles (but often forget to delete them 
from the quarterly index). 


The doctored issues are then photo- 


copied and sent to libraries and sub- 
scribers, as much as seven months late. 
Sometimes entire issues are suppres- 
sed. 


Interestingly, the bulk of the censor- 


ed material is not about science but is 
found in the magazine's "News and 
Comment" section, whose articles are 
often highly 
critical of U.S. govern- 


ment policy. 


These are censored, Medvedev rea- 


sons, because the Soviet authorities 
don't want their scientists to know how 
green the grass is on the other side of 
the Iron .Curtain. In Russia, he says, 
scientists are 
kept 
ignorant 
of the 


government science budget and are not 
allowed to discuss it. 


Russian scientists are not without 


power, however. The Kremlin tried to 
silence Medvedev by diagnosing him as 
a schizophrenic and putting him in a 
mental 
institution, but his imprison- 


ment brought such an outcry 
from 


olher scientists that he was released.

Solid Profits Mean 
Insurance Rate Cuts

NEW YORK (AP)" — Same 


property and liability insurers 
are reporting solid profits in re- 
cent months and so the pros- 
pects are growing that rates 
may soon bo coming down. 


While this is good news for 


homeowners, 
businessmen, 


drivers and others, it is almost 
too much to believe for some of 
the insurers, who year after 
year lost money even though 
they raised rates. 


For Ihe decade ending Dec. 


31, 1%9, for example, (he un- 
derwriting losses for 1-SB capital 
slock liability companies were 
SI.2 billion. And as recently as 
last year the property-liability 
losses totaled S275 million. 


Insurers credit many factors 


for their improving situation: 
rate increases, or "relief" as 
Ihey call it, a slowing of in- 
flation that helped them bring 
costs under control, and the 
economic slowdown. 


The latter factor has Ihe ef- 


fect of reducing risks. Fewer 
cargoes arc in transit during a 
slowdown, for example, and 
fewer factories are on overtime. 


Hut is there more to this sto- 


ry? Could it be that the insurers 
themselves rather than events 
beyond their control could have 
had something to do wilh their 
huge losses, which occurred 
during widfj.spreml prosperity? 


Seldom did the insurers even 


permit (his possibility lo be dis- 
cussed. The fault was not theirs, 
Ihey proclaimed, bul society's; 
die resolution of the problem 
must come from without Hither 
than from within. 


One wonders about die credi- 


bility of Ihal argument after re- 
viewing the procedures through 
which one giant. Continental 
f,'jisii;ilty, worked its v.viy from 
a $:)1 million loss in ]<M~, to the 
break even point last year.

system, a series of schools and 
seminars, transfers and promo- 
tions. 


An emphasis was placed on 


consumerism. "How well are 
you providing the customer 
with a series that he really can't 
do without?" agents were 
asked. And the business of trade 
associations and 
Iheir big 


premiums were solicited. 


The final poinl is especially 


worth noting. Here it is, in the 
company's own language: 


"A heavy accent on profit. 


Branches became 'profit cen- 
ters' and were repealedly told 
that income had to surpass out- 
go .'or the stockholders and the 
hoard of directors won't slay 
with us."' 


Rate increases and adjusl- 


ments also were made, but ad- 
mittedly only as a "close-the- 
gap" measure after it was al- 
ready clear the strategy was 
working. 


There are many features of 


this program worth reviewing, 
but who can escape the overall 
signifiance—thai the relurn lo 
the break-even point was 
achieved mainly from within 
rather than from without, and 
by traditional, logical methods.
